and a man and a woman were burned to death early to- 
day in a fire which totally destroyed the Jewish Boys' 
Home here. The dead are Thomas Leganet, caretaker, 
hn wife, Joan Leganet, aged seven, Marie, aged four- 
teen, and eight orphans ranging in age from six to six- 
teen. 
Collapse of the building where the victims were
